| Halifax receiving station ‘out ofthe storm that swept the Atlantie 


seaboard for two days told a'story of remarkable heroism at sea 
yesterday afternoon, when for nine hours the crew of the White 
Star liner Cymric fought the! blizzard and. made three trips in a 
lifeboat through terrific seas to rescue the captain and 37 members 
of the crew of the steamer St. Cuthbert, burned to the water’ s edge 


off the Nova Scotia coast. 

Fifteen members of the crew had -at- 
tempted to leave the -burning vessel be- 
fore the Cymric wag sighted: Their 
boat was swamped and they perished. 
Nfne stowaways were burned to death 
in the ship's hold, and practically every 
man rescued was injured. Some of them 
were frightfully burned. 

The wireless messages were flashed 
from the Cymric by the Captain, even 
while he stood by and watched the 
crew's baitle with wind and wave. They 
told how the passengers lined the Cym 
ric's decks, ignoring the snowstorm at:d 
piercing gale to cneer the little band 
whicn manned the lifeboat and, by pour 
ing oil on the giant waves, fought their 
way back and forth and saved 38 lives 
at the risk of their own. 

According to the messages from Capt. 
Finch of the Cymric, it seemed cer- 
tain death to venture on those seas ‘n 
such a tempest, but three times the 
lifeboat went out and returned. They 
saved every man aboard the helpless 
versel anc then left her, as Capt. Finch 
said in his wireless report, ‘‘a danger- 
ous derelict lying in the path of New 
York and Européan vessels.’’ 

Hew the Men Were Saved. 


Soon after the Cymric sighted the 


burning vessel, the steamer. Cambrian 
also came up and the two ships lay. by 
for severel hours awalting a chance to 
safely lower a boat, the terrific wind 
which was blowing at the time making 
ft impossible for a boat to live. 

Finany, at 2 o’clock, the Cymric got a 
boat away in command of First Officer 
Stivey with a crew of six men. After 
a hard fight with the waves the boat, 
aided by quantities of oil 
been rpread on the water, succeeded In 
reaching the side of the ship. For, 
minutes they lay by befrre a’ heavy 
figure was lowered into the boat... It 
was followed by a second. Then 1 
men made their way down the ladder 
and into the boat. All were frightfully 
purned. ' 

The lifeboat returned safely to the 
Cymric and the rescued men were hoist- 
ed aboard. The same crew then made a 
second and a third trip back to the burn- 
ing steamer, rescuing 38 men jn all. On 
the last trip the boat was stove In by a 
wave and barely reached the i at 
in safety. 

Fire, Then Explosion. 

The St. Cuthbert was bound for New 
York from Antwerp. Her cargo was 
fuse! oll, matches, ‘rags, willow. ware 
and other inflammable materials. Fire 
is supposed to have been smoldering in 
ner hold for days, but the flames were 
not discuvered until midday Saturday. 
when smoke was seen issuing from a 
ventilator. The ship then was off Cape 


gable and was headed against a hard 


gale, with flurries of snow. 
Tee See: sheer rumed tp the beiten,

és in the forward part of the ship and 
destroying half the bridge. The captain 
was thrown to the deck, badly injured 
and. blinded by: the flames. The helms- 
man was driven away from the wheel. 
A boat was lowered immediately, but 
it was smashed, and its crew of 15, in- 
cluding the third officer, were drowned. 


Fought Fire 36 Hours. 

For 36 hours the crew fought the 
flames, but with smal) success. The 
foremest melted and fell, throwing a 
stowaway, who was hidden in the crow’s 
nest, into the flames, which had by this 
time burned through the forward deck. 
There were nite stowaways on the ship 
and all were’ caught in the forward 
holds and burned to death without 
chance of rescue. 

After the fall of the mast the fire 
was partially checked, but the poisonous 
furnes’ of fuse)-ofl made fighting ae fire 
almost. impossible. 

The crew, however, kept. up a gallant 
fight and were rescued only just in time. 
as the fire was rapidly gaining headway 
when the Cymric was finally enabled to 
put off the rescuing boat. All the res- 
cued members of the crew were cared 
fo" on the Cymric, and. although many 
of them were badly burned, it {s thought 
rall will recover. 


* Rescuers All Voluntcers. 


Every man who made the perilous 
trip between the two vessels in the frail 
lifeboat volunteered to do it. The chance 
that they would survive was so silén- 
der that the captain, would not order 
any man to attempt it. 

The injured of the burning liner’s 
crew were lowered down to the men 
waiting in the small boats, but before 
that work had been entirely carried out 
the flames had come so close to where 
the seamen were working that some: of 
them, without waiting to slide down the 
rope, jumped into the sea. They were 
picked up by the boats’ crews. 

When the last man had been rescued 
the Cymric continued 95 her way to 
Boston.

CHICAGO, Feb. 4—Fifty women and’ 
girls, employes of a tailor shop on the 
seventh floor of the Wolff Building, 91

House Committee Opens Way 
for Inquiry Into Charge 
of Neglect of Duty. 








By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
renu of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—Thomas J. 
Akins, United States subtreasurer at St. 
Loujs and Republican national commit- 
teeman from Missouri, must choose be- 
tween $61,500 and a trial before a com- 
mittee of Congress for neglect of duty. 
He cannot get the money without the 
trial and not even then unless he is 
proven innocent. : 
Formal charges of neglect have not 
been filed against him, but the house 
Committee on Claims has referred his 
case to a subcommittee and opened the 
way for an inquiry. Democratic mem- 
bers of the committee, led by Congress- 
man Shackleford for the Eighth Missouri 
distr‘ct, are determined that the disap- 
pearance of $61,500 from the subtreasury, 
whioh caused the trial and acquittal of 
D. P. Dyer Jr., shall. be thrashed out 
more thoroughly than it was in the 
Federal Court in St. 

Evidence to Be Gathered. / 

They will take before the committee 
all the evidence which the court had. In 
add'tion they will produce a record of 
Mr. Akins’ political activity, showing 
the dates and the duration of his ab- 
sences from his office and the number of 


political speeches and junkets he has 
made while holding office, in alleged 
violation of the President's order to 
take no hand in politics. 

A bill to reimburse Mr. Akins and 
save his bondsmen the necessity of mak- 
ing good the $61,500 shortage in his office 
was brought up before the house Com- 
mittee on Claims yesterday. Congress- 
man Shackleford at once asked that ac- 
tion on it/ postponed pending an in- 
uir 
> He told the committee that it had 
been “requently charged in public in 
St. Louis that Mr. AKins spent much 
time away from his office on political 
business. He thought the committee 
ought to find. out how a: subtreasurer 
could keep proper account of the mil- 
liohs In his custody when he was not 
on duty.

In response to Mr. Shackleford’s re- 
quest, the House Committee referred 
both the Akins and the Chicago re- 
lief bills to a subcommittee and di- 
rected that: Mr. Shackleford be giv- 
en opportunity to present evidence.

“Do you believe the statement in the 
company’s prospectus-that it is one of 
the most profitable enterprises known to 
mankind, and that the proposition will 
pay dividends. of 1(0 per cent per an- 
num? 

“Do you receive a salary 
company as director? 

“How much stock do vou own?” 

“I Do Not Care to Talk.” 

Senator Stone read the questions slow- 
ly and considered them a moment. Then 
he said: “I do not care to talk to the 
Post-Dispatch at all.’’ 

In the statement issued after this re- 
fusal, Senator Stone said: 

“T see my old friends, Collier’s Weekly 
and the Post-Dispatch, are after me 
again, hammer and tongs, because of 
my connection with an Alaskan gold- 
dredging enterprise. This is not the first 
time Collier’s has assatied me, as it has 
assailed .most men in public, life, and

statements plausible in fact. 

“However, if I had known of these 
advertisements before they were 
made, I would have insisted on great- 
er conservatism in statement, for I 
would much rather err on the side of 
conservatism than otherwise. 

“Nevertheless, these advertisements 
are only intended to call the attention 
of itvestors to the property that they 
might afierward cxamine into it and 
pass upon the proposition according 
to their own judgment, as I did. 

“These gentlemen may be overopti- 
mistic, although they insist to the con- 
trary, but although mistaken, I have no 
doubt of their belief in the verity of al] 
they have written or spoken. The criti-

One of the contestants, in 
yeur isgue of Feb. 1, lists a “Hebrew” 
as one of these resident nationalities. 


The opinion of the undersigned is that 
the Hebrew (or, more properly, the 
Jew), Is not a nationality today in the 
prcper use and meaning of the term 
‘“nation,’’ which is ‘‘a body of inhabi- 
tants of a country united under the 
Same government.”’ 


The Hebrew, or Jewish, which is the 
preferred descriptive adjective, may 
have been in the distant past entitled to 
consideration as a nation, but the dis- 
tinct nationality of the Jew is regarded 
t» have ended with the beginning of 
the “‘diaspora’’ (dispersion). ; 

Incidentally, do you cali us Hebrews, 
Jews or Israelites? The word ‘‘Hebrew”’ 
is thought to mean the country beyond 
Jordan, and “Jew” is derived from 
‘“Judea."’ . Today there is no land of 
the Jew, and the proper general term 


would seem to be “Israelite,’’ if we con- 


sicer the technical meaning of that, 
term, i. e., “Champion of God" (as 
Jacob, one of the Jewish forefathers, 
was named), though Jew is the more 
commonly employed and accepted mod- 
ern term for Hebrew and Israelite. 

There are orthodox Jews and reform 
(9dvanced liberal) Jews. These two, 
camps vary greatly in their congtruction 
of the letter and spirit of their faith, but 
there is a loose (or strong) historic an- 
cestral bond due their mutual ancient 
lineage and dating back before their 
doctrinal divisions arose 

A nationality presupposes a common 
land: or country where the inhabitants 
mere or less akin and of like customs 
have a body politic and a government, 
whether monarchial or democratic. The 
Hebrew or Jew has neither a Jewish 
land nor a Jewish government. How, 
then, can you consistently class the 
Jew as a nationality? Jewish national- 
itv is at present non-existent. The Jew 
is a part, and a valuable part, of all na- 
tions.

It would be an absolutely automatic 
elastic asset emergency ‘currency, is- 
sued when wanted, and retired when 
not needed, and if desirable, the vol- 
ume of the currency now outstanding 
could be reduced in view of the fact 
it could be so easily increased to meet 
temporary unusual demands. 

It may be objected that banks and 
trust companies in clearing houses 
would be unduly favored, but as soon 
as they are relieved, they in turn would 
loan their money to their customers and 
thus the whole country would be re- 
Heved. 

This scheme would not prevent pan- 
ics, but it would reduce their force and 
frequency, and render it unnecessary to 
keop up so large a reserve fund as 25 
per cent.

SUSPENDED CANNON BALL 
SHOWS EARTH’S MOVEMENT 








Foucalt’s Demonstration Is Repeat- 


ed in Columbia. Univer- 


sity Dome. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 4—Foucault’s 
demonstration of the movement of the 
earth was repeated in New York yes- 
terday when a cannon ball weighing 140 
pounds, suspended by a single wire 
91 feet long from the dome of St. Paul’s 
Chapel at Columbia University was set 
swinging. A fine camel's hair brush, at- 
tached to the bottom of the ball, passed 
over an ink pad as the ball swung and 
clearly marked its course on an eight- 
foot dial on the chapel floor. 

Although .it was thought that there 
was a Slightly elliptical movement. of 
the giant pendulum it was not enough 
to interfére with the success of the ex- 
periment and the marks: of the brush 
upon the dial plainly revealed the rota- 
tion of the earth on its axis.. The ex- 
periment.will be repeared next Friday 
and again a Week from tomorrow. The 
experiment was first ‘tried in the Pan- 
theon in Paris in 1851 by Prof. Fou- 
cault.
